Next Census in 1911 

Ottawa, July 28th.—The next census 
of Canada will be taking under date 
of June Ist 1911 and embrace the sub- 
jects of population, mortality, agri- 
culture, manufactures, minerals, 
fisheries und dairy products. 

Population will be recorded under 
the heads .of residents and personal 
descriptyon; citizenship, nationality 


and infirmities 


June will be entered on the. schedule 


of population by name, asa member of 


a family, institution or household, and 
together with place of habitation, sex. 
relationship to head of the family 
or household, and whether single, 
married, widowed, diycrced or legally 
separated, the month of birth, year of 
birth and age at last birthday will 
also be recorded, 

Entries will be made for each person 
to show the country or place of birth, 
year of immigration to Canada if born 
elsewhere, year of waturalization if 
furmerly on alien, and alsooracial or 
tribal origin, nationwity and religon, 
Every pe son of alien birth whé has 
become a naturdized citizen is a Can- 
adian by nationality; and every British 
subject with residence in Canada, as 
wel asevery native of Canada, who 
has acquired citizenship by birth or 
naturalization, is also a Canadian by 
nationality. But there is no Oanadian 
by racial or tribal origin, unless the 
Indians are so counced. 

Every person having an occupation 
or trade will be entered for it, but if 
employed in the census year at sonie 
other occupation for part or whole 
time, he will be so recorded also, If the 
person is working on- own aecount 
the entry will be ko made. An entry 
is alsorequired to be made showing 
where the person is empfoyed, as on 
farm in woolen will, at foundry shop 
dpug store, ete.

An Ancient Pension. 


A curious revelation regarding the 
origin of a $1,500 pension which falls 
to the Lord Mayor of Dublin was 
made in reply to a question asked in 
the House of Commons the other day. 
It was explained that the pension was 
granted in consideration of services 
rendered to Charles IJ. The sum in 
‘question is a perpetual annuity grant- 
ed by the Merry Monarch to the 
mayor of the day and his successors, 
for eminent services rendered at the 
time of the Restoration. For many

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Ip 1862, when President Lincolo fear- 
ed that the want of cottou by the Bog. 
lish and otber foreign manufacturers | 
might lead to intervention, be tssued 
an order to bis generais to give every | 
facility.in their power to persons de- 
tiring to purchase the article and per- 
mit them to ship it on the army wag- 
ons going vortb empty for supplies for | 
the troops. At the time cotton could | 
be bought for a song in the south, and 
before the war closed it ‘had risen to 
a dollar a pound im the wuortherno 
tates. 

i was then young and eager to make 
money. Having some capital, | went | 
@own into Virginia and code among | 
‘the plantations in the neighborhood of 
the Union armies, buying cetton wher- | 
ever | found an opportunity to get it 
within our lines and send it north. 
Ove day | had been out a few miles | 
beyond the Union vedettes to a planta. | 
tion where I bad been told was stored 
a large stock of cotton. There was vo 
jenemy in that direction, and if there 
were I considered my vocation a shield 
against interference, for | was a citi- | 
gen engaged in assisting the southern | 
planters to turn their cotton into mon- | 
ey. I bought tifty bales on condition 
that | could get transportation for | 
jthem and rode back to the Onion lines. | 

Something about the arrangement of | 
the camps looked different from what | 
1] bad teft, Indeed, {| found a great 
deai of difference. While 4 had been 
away the corps | bad left had moved | 
and another bad taken tts place. The 
officer of the picket post would oot al- 
low me to go where I liked, but took 
me to the provost marshal, Major 
Campbell, 

I noticed that the moment the pro- 
vost marshal tooked at me he gave a 
faintly perceptible start. { told bim 
who | was and the business | was en- 
He listened to my story, 
then said he would report my case to 
the general commanding. He teft me 
to do so and was going so tong that, 
tired of waiting, | was about to mount 
my horse aud ride away when a sentry

'to his headquarters the next day aud 
be would not dure risk losing me.

fectly legitimate an recognized 
means. 

Upon a number of gentlemen, for | 
instance, was conferred the privilege | 
of putting ‘‘Sir’’ before their names | 
and “Bart.” behind it.

Dukes, mar- 
quises, earls, viscounts—all have to 
vurchase their robes and coronets. 
Then, there is $50 to be paid for the | 
grant of armorial bearings, $5 every 
year for the license, $10 for the use 
of them upon your carriage, more if 
you want them on your notepaper. 

The newly-dubbed knight or baronet 
will blossorh out into a carriage, if he 


will cost two guineas annually if 
drawn by two horses, one guinea if 
drawn by one; while his new motor- 
car will be taxed anything from $10 
to $200, according to its horse-power. 
Of course, he will employ maie flun- 
keys in his household, which go 
cheap, however, at $4 a piece- per 
annum,
